on the work. 
In the second place, la* 
cause of t! ** fact that unemployed la­ 
bia1 of any kind is Unlay’ a compara­ 
tively scarce quantity in America, it 
would be difficult, If not Impossible, to 
recruit t: c entire army in the States. 
“In tin* st to*, federal, military and 
naval prisons of t a* United States are 
e infined approximately 50,000 men, of 
whom 2 5 ,0 0 0 are idle <>r ar«» employed 
at contract labor. 
Tin* others are run 
ploy «si mi government account at du­ 
ties Incidental to the care and main­ 
tenance oi their places ef confinement. 
Probably not m >r<* than half of the to­ 
tal number «<*» prisoners art* nblcbodled. 
lira wing t a* line of physical disability 
still further, probably 25 per cent are 
able to withstand the adverse condi­ 
tions of a tropical climate. 
In the 
Louisiana peniwntiary it w as found 
that 25 per cent of the prisoners were 
physically able to perform work In the 
southernmost swam ps of that state, 
wlmre they 
ere suce«*ssfully employed 
In building levees under the most ad 
verse conditions prevailing anywhere 
In the United States. 
Taking these 
figures as a basis, it Is estimate»I that 
upward of 10,000 prisoners would be 
available for employment on the ca 
nal.” 
“Would your Idea be purely the sav ­ 
ing of moneyV” the senator was askc*d. 
“By no means,” be answered. 
“It 
would be in tin* int. rest of humanity 
<juit«* ns much. 
There alw ays have 
been and alw ays will he serious objec­ 
tions to the confinement without «tm- 
ploy*ment of persons who hnv<* violated 
tin* law. 
Our prison stockades are a 
safeguard to s xdety, but they are of 
little value In the way of improving 
the morals of those confined within 
them : 
The system he-particularly be d 
when* persons art* confined without 
anything to do, n condition due some- 
tlnms to local objections t<» the em ploy­ 
ment of convict labor either under con­ 
tract or on gov«*mment account. 
Iu 
manufactures the competition betw«*en 
convict labor and legitimate American 
labor may la* unfair for the reason 
that convict labor can be more cheaply 
performed, especially if «jompulsory. 
To the use of such labor there ar«» also 
economic objections. 
Jobbery in the 
letting of contracts alon«* has tended 
to bring the system into disrepute. 
“ But the for« going obj«*«*tions do not 
hold in the employment of our prison­ 
ers un lor military control In the con 
at ruction *>f the Panama canal and oth­ 
er government works. 
Such a practice 
would be consistent witli good Judg­ 
ment and not Inconsi-tent with a fair 
and w ise industrial policy. 
U would 
provide employment for our prisoners 
of ti character In no way «.mnfiieting 
with skilled labor and, temporarily ut 
least, would solve the problem of com 
petition 1»« tween elective and p«*nal la­ 
bor. 
With such labor available the 
go\ernm ent could uminubtedly under 
take projects which could not other 
Wise b<* attempted.” 
“ Your notion would be, of course, 
that lit«* convicts would derive phys­ 
ical benefit from this litth* excursion 
into comparative freedom?” 
‘ The benefit would accrue not mere­ 
ly to a convict’s body, but to ids inind, 
morals nn«l estate us well. 
I 
n**ed 
hardly remind you that our laws, poli­ 
cies and methods of dealing w ith erica- 
jnals r«*snlt, 
mo far ¡is the offenders 
them selves are concern«*<1, In ilestroy- 
ing rather than inspiring eourug«* and 
self respect. 
Persons are cast Into 
fcprlson for a term of years and then, 
after all their helpful social relation« 
have pnss«*d away, are turned out into 
the 
Yvorhi 
practically 
penniless 
and 
with 
blight«*«! 
hopes. 
Imprisonment 
necessarily reduces mental and phys­ 
ical energy, and the condition of the 
released convict is therefore all the 
more deserving of studious consider» 
tion. 
Confinement 
without 
<*mploy- 
ment Is obviously bad for the prisoner 
in every way. 
Statistics show that a 
considerable proportion of such prls 


oners go Insane lx*fore the expiration 
of their sent«*nces. 
My plan la to oh 
viate this condition of affairs.

am confident that the national 
government by tin* use of modern and 
scientific methods will be able to estab­ 
lish sanitary conditions «m the canal 
son«* which will make it fully as health­ 
ful ns the lowlands of the southern 
states, where our native labor has looen 
successfully employe«l/f 
“It bits be«*n said by eminent author­ 
ity that persons should not be em ­ 
ployed to remain continuously on the 
Isthmus !oug«*r than a p«*rlod of from 
six to tw elve months, 
l i d s may be a 
w ist and 
necessary pr<*euutlon, and 
such an nrrang«*tnent can easily 1»«* ac­ 
complishes!, 
The <*stabiishm«>nt «»f a 
nearby station where laborers can be 
sent to reeui>erate has been stigg«*ste«l.” 
“This would mean, of course, an 
amendment of existing law ?”

Spear of t hat bank were placed under 
arrest late Sunday 
night by United 
States Marshal Chandler of Cleveland 
at their homes in Oberlin. 
Marshal 
Chandler personally took 
charge of 
the w arrants and left for Oberlin at 
9 p. rn. 
Several deputies accompanied 
him. 
The arrests of Beckwith and Spear 
are the tlrst that have been made in 
the 
Chadwick 
ease. 
The 
Citizens’ 
National bank, with which they are 
connected, is creditor to tile extent of 
$240,000 from 
Mrs. Cassie 
L. Chad­ 
wick. 
The bank is capitalized at but 
$60,000. 
Since the 
disclosing of the 
bank’s dealings with Mrs. Chadwick, 
the president, cashier 
and directors 
have held conferences and meetings 
frequently. 
All the time 
there has 
been 
expressed by President 
Beck­ 
with at least a hope 
of a reimburse­ 
ment of the bank’s loan to Mrs. Chad­ 
wick, but so far as 
known no remit­ 
tance Las 
been received. 
President 
Beckwith has been in a state border­ 
ing on physical collapse for nearly a 
week and for the past 
three or four 
days has been confined to bis bed. 
The w arrants 
on which Beckwith 
and Spear were arrested charge them 
with violation of the federal banking 
laws. 
Nathan 
Looser, receiver for 
Mrs. 
Chadwick’s 
property, said 
that

would qualify in that office today and

Looser also said that he would try to 
have the chattel mortgage held by the

The employment of convict labor un 
der certain restrictive conditions to cut 
tile isthmian canal is a project on 
which Senator Charles II. Dietrich of 
Nebraska lins some very pronounced 
views, 
says 
the 
Washington 
corre­ 
spondent; of the New York Post. 
He 
may use these as the basis for ut least 
a piece of tentative legislation in the 
coming session. 
“Due of the important problems in 
the construction of the Panam a canal 
is the employment of labor,” he said 
the other day to a friend. 
“Another is 
the building of the canal w ith the buist 
possible loss of life. 
Modern methods 
will undoubtedly solve the latter, and 
I believe tho employment of convict 
labor would help to solve the former. 
“An army of 30,000 or 40,000 laborers 
would not be hard to raise. 
The diffi­ 
culty would bo in its selection and in 
the improvement of the condition of 
the canal region. 
Trade unions have 
memorialized the government to build 
the canal with union labor, and other 
organizations ha\e sent to Washington 
the more liberal prayer th a t only Amer­ 
ican labor lie employed. 
Laudable and 
patriotic as these requests are, it is 
doubtful if the canal could be built en­ 
tirely under either plan. 
In the first 
place, it is questionable whether the 
trade unions of the United States can 
produce enough laboring men to carry 
on tho work. 
In the second piaee, be­ 
cause of t! ** fact that unemployed la­ 
bor of any kind is today a compara­ 
tively scarce quantity in America, it 
would be uiflicult. if not Impossible*, to 
recruit the entire army in the States. 
“Iii tho state, federal, military and 
naval prisons of tin* United States are 
confined approximately 50,000 men, of 
whom 25,000 are idle or tire employed 
at contract labor. 
The others are em­ 
ployed on government account a t dil­ 
lies incidental to the care and main­ 
tenance oi their places of confinement 
Probably not more than half of the to­ 
tal number of prisoners are ablebodied. 
Drawing tho line of physical disability 
still further, probably 25 per cent are 
able to withstand the adverse condi­ 
tions of a tropical climate. 
In the 
Louisiana penitentiary it was found 
that 25 per cent of the prisoners were 
physically able to perform work in the 
southernmost swamps of th at state, 
where they 
ere successfully employed 
in building levees under the most ad­ 
verse conditions prevailing anywhere 
in the United States. 
Taking these 
figures as a basis, it is estimated that 
upward of 10,000 prisoners would be 
available for employment on the en 
nab” 
“Would your idea be purely the sav­ 
ing of money ?” the senator was asked. 
“By no means.” he answered. 
“It 
would be in the interest of humanity 
quite as much. 
There always have 
been and always will Im* serious objec­ 
tions to the confinement without em­ 
ployment of persons who have violated 
the law. 
Our prison stockades are a 
safeguard to society, but they are of 
little value in the way of improving 
the morals of those confined within 
them. 
The system Is -partocularly bad 
where persons are confined without 
anything to do, a condition duo some­ 
times to local objections to the employ­ 
ment of convict labor either under con­ 
tract or on government account. 
In 
m anufactures tho competition between 
convict labor and legitimate American 
labor may be unfair for tho reason 
that convict labor can be more cheaply 
performed, especially if compulsory. 
To the use of such labor there are also 
economic objections. 
Jobbery in tile 
letting of contracts alone bas tended 
to bring the system into disrepute. 
“But the foregoing objections do not 
hold in the employment of our prison­ 
ers under military control in the con­ 
struction of f iji* Panama canid and oth­ 
er government works. 
Such a practice 
would be consistent with good Judg­ 
ment and not inconsistent with a fair 
and wise industrial policy. 
It would 
provide employment for our prisoners 
of a character in no way conflicting 
with skilled labor and, temporarily ut 
least, would solve Hie problem of com 
petition between elective anil penal la­ 
bor. 
With such labor available the 
government could undoubtedly under­ 
take projects which could not other­ 
wise Im* attempted.” 
“ Your notion would he. of course, 
that tile convicts would derive phys­ 
ical bent*flt from this little excursion 
into comparative freedom?” 
“The benefit would accrue not mere­ 
ly to a convict’s body, but to Ills mind, 
morals and estate as well. 
I need 
hardly remind you that our laws, poli­ 
cies and methods of dealing with crim­ 
inals result, ho far as the offenders 
themselves are concerned, In destroy­ 
ing rather than inspiring courage and 
self respect. 
Persons are cast into 
prison for a term of j’purs and then, 
after all their helpful social relation! 
have passed away, arc turned out into 
the 
world practically 
penniless 
and 
with 
blighted 
hopes. 
Imprisonment 
necessarily reduces mental and phys­ 
ical energy, aud the condition of the 
released convict is therefore all the 
more deserving of studious consiilera 
tion. 
Confinement 
without 
employ­ 
ment is obviously bad for the prisoner 
in every way. 
Statistics show that a 
considerable proportion of such pris 


oners go Insane lief ore the expiration 
of their sentences. 
My plan is to ob 
viate this condition of affairs. 
"I ani confident that the national 
government by the use of modern and 
scientific methods will be* able to estab­ 
lish sanitary conditions on the canal 
zone which will make it fully as health­ 
ful as the lowlands of the southern 
states, where our native labor has been 
successfully employed.” 
“It lins been said by eminent author­ 
ity that persons should not be em­ 
ployed to remain continuously on the 
Isthmus longer than a period of from 
six to twelve months. 
Tills may be a 
wise and necessary precaution, and 
such an arrangement can easily be ac­ 
complished. 
Tho establishment of a 
nearby station where laborers can be 
sent to recuperate lins been suggested.” 
“This would mean. of course, an 
amendment of existing law?” 
“Certainly. 
In order to carry Into 
effect the plan I have outlined for the 
use of convict labor In tin* building of 
the Panam a canal, tho enactment of 
new laws, both state and federal, would 
be necessary. 
Every ablebodied con­ 
vict should be given the option of go­ 
ing or staying, but for those who 
choose to go a scale of commutation 
based upon their terms of sentence 
and periods of labor should be ar­ 
ranged. For illustration, a convict sen­ 
tenced to a certain number of years 
would have as much time deducted 
from his term of service as he serves 
on the canal, conditioned upon bis good 
behavior. 
If his tprm is ten years, ho 
would be released at the end of five 
years' service; if he serves less than 
half his term on the zone and is then 
forced to return to bis place of con­ 
finement because of failure in health 
or other reasons, bis sentence would be 
roil need a time equal to that given to 
tho work. 
Ender such a plan lf a man 
sentenced to ten years’ confinement 
gave four years’ service and then re­ 
turned, bis whole term would be re­ 
duced eight years, leaving two to serve. 
Life prisoners might be discharged at 
the end of ton years’ service. 
Au equi­ 
table plan could easily Im* devised, and 
It might Le advantageous to allow even 
more liberal commutation of sentence.” 
“Would you pay anything to the con­ 
victs who consented to go to the isth­ 
mus and work for tho government?” 
“Yes. They would I:ave to be trans­ 
ported free to and from (lie zone, an i 
an allowance should bo made for their 
services. 
A fair rate of compensation 
would be, say, 25 cent 
si day for each 
day's actual work performed, 5o per 
cent of tlx* sum to be paid to the pris­ 
oner in cash on binding In the United 
States or final discharge, tin* remain­ 
ing half to b*> {mid in tw o equal install­ 
ments iit the expiration of three* and 
six 
months 
respectively 
after 
dis­ 
charge. The last two installments might 
be made conditional on a man's not 
having boon arrested or convicted of 
any misdemeanor between the time of 
discharge and tile dates of payment. 
Such ii plan would be an inducement 
to prisoners to engage in the work, and 
the pay allowed would give them a 
good cash fund with which to begin 
life anew a ftor their liberation. 
It 
would enable them to seek honest em­ 
ploy ment and not resort, as statistics 
show that many of them do, to crime 
Immediately after iheir discharge. 
“Serious objections might Im* made to 
the employment of convicts in govern 
merit works were it compulsory. 
It 
should b<» expressly provided that only 
when volunteered could tho services of 
prisoners lie accepted, and then only 
after an examination as to physical 
ability. 
Under 
military 
supervision 
prisoners could be well cared for on 
the isthmus, and the percentage of es 
capes would be no larger than now.”

Cleveland, O., Dec. 5.—As the result 
of the e tended conference between 
the United States district attorney, 
the bank examiners who have been 
looking into the affairs of the failed 
Citizens’ Hank of Oberlin, and their 
counsel, which lasted until late Sat­ 
urday night and all of Sunday, Presi­ 
dent C. T. Beckwith and Cashier 
Spear of that bank were placed under 
arrest late Sunday night by United 
States Marshal Chandler of Cleveland 
at their homes in Oberlin. Marshal 
Chandler personally took charge of 
the warrants and left for Oberlin at 
9 p. m. Several deputies accompanied 
him.The arrests of Beckwith and Spear 
are the ilrst that have been made in 
the Chadwick case. The Citizens’ 
National bank, with which they are 
connected, is creditor to the extent of 
$240,000 from Mrs. Cassie L. Chad­ 
wick. The bank is capitalized at but 
$60,000. Since the disclosure of the 
bank’s dealings with Mrs. Chadwick, 
the president, cashier and directors 
have held conferences and meetings 
frequently. All the time there has 
been expressed by President 
Beck­ 
with at least a hope of a reimburse­ 
ment of the bank’s loan to Mrs. Chad­ 
wick, but so far as known no remit­ 
tance has been received. President 
Beckwith has been in a state border­ 
ing on physical collapse for nearly a 
week and for the past three or four 
days has been confined to his bed. 
The warrants on which Beckwith 
and Spear were arested charge them 
with violation of the federal banking 
laws. 
Nathan Looser, receiver for Mrs. 
Chadwick’s property, said that he 
would qualify in that office today and 
would riien file bis bond of 510,000. 
Looser also said that he would try to 
have the chattel mortgage held by the 
Elmyria bank set aside on the round 
that it is a preference and that all 
creditors should share alike. 
Neither banker was locked up. but 
each is under the care of an officer. 
Mrs. Beckwith collapsed when her 
husband was arrested and is now 
quite ill.

Dr. Ch ad w ick Refutes Statements R e ­ 
garding His Wife. 
New York, Dec. 5.—Dr. Leroy S. 
Chadwick, the husband of Cassie L. 
Chadwick, whose financial affairs have 
undergone the threshing out process 
for the past week, has come out with 
a brief statement from Europe. 
Sunday he cabled to Philip Carpen­ 
ter, Mrs. Chadwick’s counsel, from 
some place abroad, the name of which 
Mr. Carpenter would not disclose, re­ 
questing that gentleman to “deny the 
published statements reflecting on 
Mrs. Chadwick’s life and character. 
“They are absolutely false,” the ca­ 
blegram rends. “I wish to have it 
understood that I stand by Mrs. Chad 
wick in every particular in her pres­ 
ent troubles. I feel she has been 
greatly wronged by the publication 
and I believe she is being persecuted 
by some of her creditors.” 
Dr. Chadwick explained that he had 
dispatched his cablegram just as soon 
jis he saw the report of his wife’s 
troubles. 
Mr. Carpenter also made a state­ 
ment Sunday. 
“Dr. Chadwick,” he said, “is abroad 
for his health and the Newton suit 
was not brought until some three 
weeks after he sailed. 
“Before going away, Dr. Chadwick 
consulted me in regard to the Newion 
claim, and with him I met Mr. New­ 
ton and his Boston attorney. The mat 
ter was then arranged seemingly to 
the satisfaction of all concerned and 
the doctor sailed.” 
Small Creditors Soon to Be Paid. 
Mr. Carpenter said further that all 
the small creditors would be paid this 
wreek and that to push the bankruptcy 
proceedings would mean only to delay 
matters. 
Mrs. Chadwick remained in her 
rooms in the Holland House all day. 
Dr. Moore, her physician, called in the 
morning and found Mrs. Chadwick in 
a highly nervous state. Her condition 
was such that Dr. Moore called a con­ 
sultant and they made a thorough ex­ 
amination. The medical men found 
no organic trouble, but said that the 
patient was almost prostrated from 
the exciting events of the past week. 
They will keep close watch on her 
du:ing the next few days. 
In tbo afternoon Philip Carpenter 
vas admitted to the sick room and 
had a long conference with Mrs. 
Chadwick. He went over the various 
phases of the case with her, especially 
those points which have to do with 
the bankruptcy case in Cleveland. As 
a result of this conference Mr. Car­ 
penter decided to notify all small 
clients that tlpir claims would bo 
paid this week, and he called up the 
attorney for a local millinery house, 
which procured an attachment against 
the Cleveland woman and notified him 
of his intention. 
Mr. Carpenter attaches no import­ 
ance to the writ served on Mrs. Chad­ 
wick Saturday as he declared in an 
interview that wearing apparel is ex 
empt from attachment.

SHIPPERS WILL FILE A PLOTEST. 
Object to Enforcement of the “Uniform 
Bill of Lading.” 
Chicago, 
Dec. 5.—Through 
their 
representatives 100,000 shippers will 
protest against the enforcement Jan. 
1, by the railroads throughout the 
country of the “uniform bill of lad­ 
ing.” before the Interstate commerce 
commission, which meets here Mon­ 
day. Representatives of nearly 300 
railways have been subpoenaed to ap­ 
pear before the commission. The 
shippers representing fifty associa­ 
tions will state their ease through 
their attorneys. The associations make 
three objections to the proposed 
uniform bill of lading.” They ob­ 
ject to the advance of 20 per cent, if 
goods are to go at the carrier's risk; 
they object to signing a bill of lading 
if goods are to go at present rates, 
making the* shipper liable for loss or 
damage, and they object to the instru­ 
ment being stamped “not negotiable.” 
In objecting to the last provision of 
the new arrangement the shippers con­ 
tend that it would hinder the transfer 
of credit, and the elasticity of trade. 
The hearing before the commission 
promises to last several days.

The employment of convict labor tin 
dcr certain restrictive conditions to cut 
the Isthmian canal is a project on 
which Senator Charles II. Dietrich of 
Nebraska lias some very pronounced 
views, says the Washington corre­ 
spondent. of the New York Post, lie 
may use these as the basis for at least 
a piece of tentative legislation in the 
coining session. 
“One of the important problems in 
the construction of the Panama canal 
is the employment of labor,” be said 
the other day to a friend. “Another I* 
the building of tin* canal with the least 
possible loss of life. Modern methods 
will undoubtedly solve the latter, and 
I believe the employment of convict 
labor would help to solve the former. 
“An army of 30,000 or 40,000 laborers 
would not be hard to raise. The diffi­ 
culty would bo in its selection and In 
the improvement of the condition of 
the canal region. Trade unions have 
memorialized the government to build 
the canal with union labor, and other 
organizations have sent to Washington 
the more liberal prayer that only Amer­ 
ican labor be employed. Laudable and 
patriotic as these requests are, it is 
doubtful if tin* canal could be built en­ 
tirely under either plan. In the tlrst 
plate, it is questionable whether the 
trade unions of tin* United States can 
produce enough laboring men to carry 
on the work. In the second place, be­ 
cause of t! e fact that unemployed la­ 
bor of any kind is today a compara­ 
tively scarce quantity In America, it 
would be difficult, if not impossible, to 
recruit the entire army in the States. 
“In the state, federal, military and 
naval prisons of the United States are 
confined approximately 50,000 men, of 
whom 25,000 are idle or are employed 
at contract labor. The others are em­ 
ployed on government account at cl it - 
ties incidental to the care and main­ 
tenance of their places of confinement. 
Probably not more than half of the to­ 
tal number of prisoners are abiebodied. 
Drawing the line of physical disability 
still further, probably 25 per cent are 
able to withstand the adverse condi­ 
tions of a tropical climate. 
In the 
Louisiana penitentiary it was found 
that 25 per cent of the prisoners were 
physically able to perform work in the 
southernmost swamps of that state, 
where they ere successfully employed 
in building levees under the most ad 
verse conditions prevailing anywhere 
In the United States. Taking these 
figures as a basis, it is estimated that 
Upward of 10,000 prisoners would be 
available for employment on the ca 
nal.” 
“Would your idea lie purely the sav­ 
ing of money V” the senator was asked. 
“By no means.” he answered. “It 
would be in the interest of humanity 
quite as much. There always have 
been and always will lie serious objec­ 
tions to the confinement without em­ 
ployment of persons who have violated 
the law. Our prison stockades are a 
safeguard to society, but they are of 
little value in the way of Improving 
the morals of those confined within 
them. The system is particularly bad 
where persons are confined without 
anything to do, a condition due some­ 
times to local objections to the employ­ 
ment of convict labor either under con­ 
tract or on government account. In 
manufactures the competition between 
convict labor and legitimate American 
labor may be unfair for the reason 
that convict labor can be more cheaply 
performed, especially if compulsory. 
To the use of such labor there are also 
economic objections. Jobbery in the 
letting of contracts alone has tended 
to bring the system into disrepute. 
“But the foregoing objections do not 
hold in the employment of our prison­ 
ers under military control In the con­ 
struct Fn of the Panama canal and oth­ 
er government works. Such a practice 
would be consistent with good judg­ 
ment: and not Inconsistent with a fair 
and wise Industrial policy. II would 
provide employment for our prisoners 
of a character in no way conlilcting 
with skilled labor and, temporarily at 
least, w mid solve the problem of coin 
petition between elective and penal la­ 
bor. With such labor available the 
government could undoubtedly under­ 
take projects which could not other­ 
wise bo attempted.” 
“Your notion would be. of course, 
that the convicts would derive phys­ 
ical benefit from this little excur: ion 
into comparative freedom?” 
“The benefit would accrue not mere­ 
ly to a convict’s body, but to his mind, 
morals and estate as wed. 
I need 
hardly remind you that our laws, poli­ 
cies and methods of dealing with crim­ 
inals result, ho far as the offenders 
themselves are concerned, in destroy­ 
ing rather than inspiring courage and 
self respect. 
Persons are cast Into 
prison for a term of years and then, 
after all their helpful social relations 
have passed away, are turned out Into 
the world practically penniless and 
with blighted hopes. 
Imprisonment 
necessarily reduces mental and phys­ 
ical energy, and the condition of the 
released convict is therefore all the 
more deserving of studious considera 
tion. 
Confinement without employ­ 
ment Is obviously bad for the prisoner 
lu every way. Statistics show that a 
considerable proportion of such prt* 


oners go Insane before the expiration 
of their sentences. My plan Is to ob­ 
viate this condition of affairs. 
“I am confident that the national 
government by the use of modern and 
scientific methods will tie able to estab­ 
lish sanitary conditions on the canal 
zone which will make it fully as health­ 
ful ns the lowlands of the southern 
states, where our native labor has been 
successfully employed.” 
“It has been said by eminent author­ 
ity that persons should not be em­ 
ployed to remain continuously on the 
Isthmus longer than a period of from 
six to twelve months. This may be a 
wise ami necessary precaution, and 
such an arrangement can easily be ac­ 
complished. The establishment of a 
nearby station when* laborers can be 
sent to recuperate has boon suggested.” 
“This would mean, of course, an 
amendment of existing law?” 
“Certainly. In order to carry Into 
effect flu* plan I have outlined for the 
use of convict labor in the building of 
the Panama canal, the enactment of 
new laws, both state and federal, would 
be necessary. Every abiebodied con­ 
vict should be given the option of go­ 
ing or staying, but for those who 
choose to go a scale of commutation 
based upon their terms of sentence 
and periods of labor should be ar­ 
ranged. For illustration, a convict sen­ 
tenced to a certain number of years 
would have as much time deducted 
from his term of service as he serves 
on the canal, conditioned upon his good 
behavior. If his tprm is ten years, he 
would be released at tin* end of five 
years' service; if he serves less than 
half his term on the zone and is then 
forced to return to Ms place of con­ 
finement because* of failure in health 
or other reasons, his sentence would be 
reduced a time equal to that given to 
the work. Under such a plan if a man 
sentenced to ten years’ confinement 
gave four years’ service and then re­ 
turned, his whole term would be re­ 
duced eight years, leaving two to serve. 
Life prisoners might be discharged at 
the ('ini of ten years’ service. An equi­ 
table plan could easily la* devised, and 
it might l»e advantage ms to allow even 
more liberal commutation of sentence.” 
"Would you pay anything to the con­ 
victs who consented to go to the isth­ 
mus and work for the government?” 
“Yes. They would have to he trans­ 
ported fre<* to and from tie* zone, an I 
an allowance should be made for their 
services. A fair rate of compensation 
would he, say, 25 cent a day for each 
day’s actual work performed, 5o per 
cent of the sum to la* paid to tin* pris­ 
oner in cash on landing in the United 
States or final discharge, the remain­ 
ing half to be paid in two equal install­ 
ments at the expiration of three and 
six months respectively after dis­ 
charge. The last two installments might 
be made conditional on a man's not 
having been arrested or convicted of 
any misdemeanor between the time of 
discharge and the dates of payment. 
Such a plan would la* an inducement 
to prisoners to engage In the work, and 
the pay allowed would give them a 
good cash fund with which to begin 
life anew after their liberation. It 
would enable them to seek honest em­ 
ployment: and not resort, as statistics 
show that many of them do, to crime 
immediately after their discharge. 
“Serious objections might be made to 
the employment of convicts in govern 
mcnt works wore it compulsory. It 
should be expressly provided that only 
when volunteered could the services of 
prisoners be accepted, and then only 
after an examination as to physical 
ability. Under military supervision 
prisoners could be well cared for on 
the Isthmus, and tin* percentage of es­ 
capes would he no larger than now.”

The steady alin of this nation, as of 
all enlightened nations, should lie to 
strive to bring ever nearer the day 
when there shall prevail throughout 
tile world the peace of Justice, but 
there are kinds of peace which are 
highly undesirable, which are in the 
long run as destructive as any war. 
Tho goal to set before us as a nation, 
the goal which should be set before all 
mankind, is tile attainm ent of the 
peace of Justice, of the pence which 
comes when each nation is not merely 
safeguarded in its own rights, but 
scrupulously recognizes and performs 
Its 
duty 
toward 
others. 
Generally 
peace tells for righteousness, but if 
there is conflict between the two then 
our fealty is due first to the cause of 
righteousness. 
Unrighteous wars are 
common and unrighteous pence is rare, 
but both 
should 
be shunned. 
The 
right of freedom and tile responsibility 
for the exercise of that right cannot he 
divorced. One of our great poets bas 
well aud finely said that freedom is not 
it gift that tarries long in the bunds of 
cowards. Neither does it tarry long in 
the hands of those too slothful, too dis­ 
honest or too unintelligent to exercise 
it. Tile eternal vigilance which is the

Xlie steady aim of this nation, as of 
all enlightened nations, should lie to 
strive to bring ever nearer the day 
when there shall prevail throughout 
the world the peace* of Justice, but 
there are* kinds of peace which are 
highly undesirable, which are in the 
long run as destructive as any war. 
The goal to set before us as a nation, 
tlit* goal which should be set be*fore all 
mankind, 
is the 
attain m en t of the 
peace of Justice, of the peace which 
comes xx’lie'ii each nation is not merely 
safeguarded 
in 
its 
own 
rights, but 
scrupulously re*cognizes and performs 
its 
duty 
tow ard 
others. 
Generally 
peace tells for righteousness, but if 
there* Is conflict be*txve*en the* two then 
our fealty is due* first to the* cause of 
righteousness. 
U nrighteous w ars are 
common and unrighteous peace is rare*, 
but both 
should 
be* 
shunned. 
The 
right of freedom and the responsibility 
for the* exercise* of th a t right cannot he* 
divorced. One of our great poets has 
well and finely said th a t freedom Is not 
a gift that tarries long In the hanels of 
coxvards. Neither does it tarry long in 
the hands of those* too slothful, too dis­ 
honest or too unintelligent to exercise 
it. 'I’h** eternal vigilance which is the* 
price of 
liberty 
m ust 
be exercised 
sometimes to guard against outside 
foes, although, of course, far more of­ 
ten to guard against <>ur own selfish or 
thoughtless shortcomings. 
It is our duty to rem em ber that a n a ­ 
tion has no more right to do injustice 
! to another nation, strong or weak, than 
nil individual has to do Injustice to a n ­ 
other individual; th a t the same moral 
law applies in one c se as in the other 
B ut we must also rem em ber th at it i« 
as much tin* duty of the* nation to 
guard its own rights anil its own inte*’ 
ests as it is the duty of the individual 
so to do. Until some method is devised 
by which there shall be a degree of in­ 
ternational control over ofi'enfiinir na­ 
tions it xvould be a xviike'd thing for 
the most civilized powers, for those 
xvitli most sense* of international obli­ 
gations ami xvitli komiest and most gen­ 
erous appreciation of the difference be*- 
txveen right and wrong, to dixarm. If 
the* great civilized nations of the pres­ 
ent day should completely disarm, the 
result xvould m ean an imme*diate» re­ 
crudescence of barbarism in one form 
or another. U nder any circum stances a 
sufficient an n a m e n t xvould have to be 
kept up to serve* the* purposes of inter­ 
national police, and until international 
colie»-ion and the* s. use of international 
duties and rights are far more ad­ 
vanced than at present a nation desir­ 
ous both of securing re»spect for itself 
and of doing good to others m ust have 
a force adequate for the work which it 
fee Is is allotted to it as its p art of the 
general world luty. 
Therefore it fol- 
loxvs that a self respecting, just and 
farseoing nation should on the one 
hand endeax or by every means to aid 
In the* developm ent of the various 
movements xvhicli tend to provide sub­ 
stitutes for war, w hich tend to render 
nations in timlr actions toxvarl one a n ­ 
other and indeed tow ard their own 
peoples more responsive to the general 
sentim ent of

and

mankind, and, on the* other hand, that 
it should keep prepared, while scrupu­ 
lously avoiding xvrongeloing Itself, to 
repel any w rong and in exceptional 
cases to take action xvhlch in a more 
advanced stage of international rela­ 
tions xvould come under the head of 
the exercise of the international police.
